A warehouse wall collapsed in

workers freed the trapped man and 
h~ was reported in good condition 
at a hospital. Damage to the build- 


I ing was estimated at $100,000.

[children were cut by flying glass 
when the storm blew in the win 
dows at Public School 24. 


Numerous injuries were report­ 
ed across Indiana, but there were 
no fatalities.

— The gov-1 
ernm ent has eased up on the anti-1 
inflation brakes in a move that 
indicates the boom is over. 
The Federal Reserve Board, in I 
the first reversal of its cherished 
“tight-m oney' policy, cut the dis­ 
count rate Thursday from 3*2 to 3 
per cent at four of its member 
hanks. 
The rem aining eigh’ banks 
are expected to follow suit shortly. 
The move means that business 
men. would-be homeowners and car 
buyers, and others probably will 
he able to borrow more money 
from banks easier—and cheaper. It 
is an attem pt by the government 
to get the people buying again. 
Top 
economists 
said 
in 
New 
York that the action indicates that 
inflationary pressures in the econ 
omy have eased. 
They said it also 
indicates that the boom has ended 
and that business activity has be 
gun to slow down. 
The governm ent had pursued a 
tight-money policy as a means of 
holding down the inflationary spi 
rah 
But 
a spokesman said the 
reserve hoard’s action recognizes 
that inflation now “ has ceased to 
be the dominant factor in the econ 
omy.” 


The discount rate is the interest

banks to borrow money.

tion could stimulate credit — and 
thus the overall economy— if mem­ 
ber hanks pass on the lowrer cost 
of borrowing to their customers.

Valuable Player Award; 
To Bid for $45,000 Pay

NEW YORK UP— Hank Aaron’s 
newly-won honor as the most val 
uable player in the National league 
today placed the Milwaukee Brave 
slugger in a position to bid for a 
$45,000 contract in 1958. 
That salary, compared to the 
$28,500 he received this year, prob- 
I ably would make him the league’s 
highest-salaried 
player with 
the 
exception 
of $80,000-a-year Stan 
Musial, whom he beat out by a 
scant nine points in the annuli] 
balloting by the Baseball Writers 
Association of America. 
Musial 
was bidding for a record fourth 
MVP award. 
Receiving a big leaguer’s most 
coveted award capped a season in 
which the 23-year-old Aaron hit 
.322 and led the N. L. with 132 runs 
batted in and 44 homers, including 
the one that clinched the Braves’ 
first pennant. Aaron is the fourth 
straight member of his race to 
win the N. L. award and the sev­ 
enth since Jackie Robinson broke 
the color line in 1947. 
“ Pm grateful to manager Fred 
Haney and my teammates for their 
assistance,” said Aaron in Chica­ 


go. “ I want to thank all the writ 
ers who voted me the honor and 
only hope I can keep playing for 
many years.” 
In Mobile, Ala., Hank’s mother, 
Mrs. Estella Aaron, revealed that 
Aaron believed that Braves’ sec 
ond * baseman 
Red Schoendienst 
would get the award and added, 
“ I figure the man (general man­ 
ager John Quinn of the Braves) 
ought to give Hank what he asks 
for next year.” 
Hank tried for 
$35,000 before settling for $6,500 
less last year. 
A sleepy-eyed, lithe Negro from 
Mobile, Aaron has been tabbed as 
a potential all-time great since he 
entered the league in 1954. He hit 
.280 that season, rose to 
314 in 
1955 and won the batting cham­ 
pionship with a 328 mark in 1956
